I tried to get a copy of the AP dispatch and couldn’t. I also triad to 
get s copy of the official proceedings end couldn’t (not that 1 expected 
thst speech to be in it). 1 finally got a friend to go to the library and 
get whet she could of Carbo’s speech. It is very brief, cannot possibly be 
all of his speech, and when I can I’ll make a copy of that and 3end it. 

Pertinent -Iso is something undated Hal sent me. It is of three pages, 
the first of which is captioned, "From Castro* a Revolution by Draper:'’ Two 
copies were sent to ^al, of Thich I got one, one to $aul and 1 to Stan. The 
second page contains an ir.tere ting reference to Carho. If he cannot find 
this. I’ll photocopy th8 carbon I have. I’m hurrying to get Intown to meil 
this end something else before tbe P.C. closes, ana I’ve got to get reedy 
for my TV appearances and trip beginning tomorrow. If I cannot go further with 
this before I leave I will send you whatever else I have sc aoon es 1 can 
after I get back. 

I’m sending a carbon of this letter to Hal, and ask him to add to the 
people of whom he want e to leern from his new source on Hall, etc., the name 
of a Dallas clothing manufacturer, Stockton, who owned a former coast-guard 
boy the Sea Radier. I’m, of course, anxious to get this new data cn these 
people and suggest that you get s copy of the Dean tspe of tfiich Art has a 
copy if he hasn’t already given you a copy of allowed you to listen to it. 

This was the beginning of Turner’s interest in the "‘inutemen on this. Hel± 
will recall this and ray unsuccessful efforts to get 8 copy of Turner’s notes 
of his interview. Bill told me it added little. Remember, play thet tape cool.
